The prior art of record neither discloses nor suggests an optical head apparatus 
having a condenser shifter including a condenser, a movable body, a base, a focus 
direction drive mechanism and a tracking direction drive mechanism as set forth in 
claims 1 and 3; and further includes a rotating mechanism for rotating the condenser 
shifter around a predetermined axis with respect to the optical block on at least one of a 
first plane, which is parallel to the tracking direction and perpendicular to the optical 
disc, and a second plane, which is perpendicular to the tracking direction, as also 
recited in claims 1 and 3.
